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> According to the new official Ro- 
man Catholic Directory printed for the 
year 1952 and published by P. J. Ken- 
edy and Sons, the Roman Catholic 
population in the U.S., including Alas- 
ka and Hawaii, has reached the num- 
ber of 29,407,520 as of Jan. 1, 1952. 
This represents an increase of 772,642 
over the calendar year of 1950. 

Fourteen dioceses reported no 
changes in 1951, and seven recorded 
slight drops. Archdioceses with Catho- 
lic populations exceeding a million 
were: Chicago, 1,743,936; Boston, 1,- 
360,732; New York, 1,302,306; Phila- 
delphia, 1,114,122, and Newark, 1,077,- 
935. Brooklyn remains the largest dio- 
cese with 1,340,787, and Hartford is 
second with 724,000. 

Religious instruction was being giv- 
en under Catholic guidance to 1,545,- 
220 public school children in released- 
time classes and other classes. There 
were 5,141,251 students under Catholic 
instruction, including those in both 
public and Catholic schools and in col- 
leges. 


® In his memorandum given to the 
Spanish Foreign Minister, Alberto Mar- 
tin Ortajo, Rev. Paul E. Freed, a Bap- 
tist minister of Greensboro, North Caro- 
lina, said in part: 

“There are two basic reasons why 
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American public opinion is so concerned 
about Spanish Protestants. One is that 
all Americans believe so strongly in re. 
ligious freedom—which is not a t 

rary reaction but a deep-rooted belief.” 

In its reply the Foreign Ministry an. 
swered: “Neither the Bill of Rights, ba- 
sic constitutional charter of the Spanish 
people, nor our concordats with the Holy 

ives the Government power to au- 
thorize Protestant proselytism, meaning 
by this the captivating of new prose- 
lytes. The Government can go no further 
than what is authorized by the legal text. 

“The majority of Spaniards believe 
that Protestant propaganda in Spain is 
an attempt of forei netration in na- 
tional life, directed with political aims 
at the destruction of the religious (Ro- 
man Catholic) unity that substantiall 
exists in Spain and that is secogelil 
by all Spaniards... . 

“Thus it is clear that they have no 
need for the backing and support of for- 
eign religious oat political organiza- 
tions.” 

Rev. Freed commented thusly on the 
a Minister’s statement: “Article 
six of the Spanish Bill of Rights states 
that no one should be molested for his 
religious beliefs and private exercise of 
worship,” but “in effect Protestants are 
molested both in their private and cor- 
porate life.”

And we are in- 
formed that these

* ca, Barbados, St. 
Lucia, Trinidad, etc. — are the object of 
a current Catholic campaign of ““Roman- 
ization” on a scale hitherto unknown in 
the Indies. 

One correspondent, traveling with an 
evangelistic team of the Latin American 
Mission, writes as follows: 

“Bearing the sub-title ‘A Beautiful 
Lady for a Beautiful Land,’ a theatrical 

ormance ‘Joy for Jamaica’ with a 
cast of 750 players, eulogizing the Vir- 

in Mary, was given tremendous pub- 
lcity while we were working in Kings- 
ton. This is indicative of the fact that 
the Roman Catholic Church, with her 
accustomed strategy and false pretences, 
is making an all-out bid for the souls of 
men, particularly among the intelligent- 
sia and regularly employed. . . . 

“Many of the Roman Catholic churches 
are non-imposing, to say the least, but 
we noticed a good number of new con- 
structions, particularly in the larger cen- 
ters. What surprised us beyond measure 
was the simplicity of the churches, ex- 
cepting the cathedral in Kingston. There 
were very few images; no ornate interior 
to apes! to the eye, as compared with 
the Roman Catholic churches in Latin 
America.” 


Another technique being employed by 
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the Catholic Church to supplement acti- 
vities like that described . our corre- 
spondent, is the parochial school move- 
ment. Under the British system, parochi- 
al and sectarian schools are eligible for 
aid from public funds. Catholics have 
taken advan of this situation to 
establish in many centers a system of 
parochial education with facilities superi- 
or to any other available schools. 

Founded on the shaky social founda- 
tions of plantation-colonialism with its 
economic castes, its black slavery, and its 
racial categories, the British West Indies 
have nevertheless drawn from their Prot- 
estant heritage certain civil liberties and 
an independent integrity that have miti- 
gated their relative economic poverty 
and have given promise of future 
growth. It is to the shame of Protestants 
that West Indians have been abandoned 
in large degree to the cold, formal tu- 
telage of denominations sometimes in- 
different to the supernatural, life-chang- 
ing elements of the Christian gospel 
which alone could revitalize the race and 
defend the population against the pre- 
tenses of Rome. 


We therefore rejoice with the Latin 


‘America Mission in its program of evan- 


gelistic campaigns, held in cooperation 
with local groups, which have been so 
conspicuously successful in reaching the 
West Indians for Christ. The recent 
cuanto in Bridgetown (Barbados Is- 
lands) which was concluded with a rally 
attended by more than ten thousand per- 
sons, was declared by residents to be the 
greatest single event in the religious his- 
tory of the island. 

Jamaica and the other “beautiful 
lands” of the British West Indies need 
the revitalizing power of the gospel, but 
they will find it not in the “beautiful 
lady” of Rome but in Christ whose pre- 
eminence she has usurped.

It is refreshing to 
come across an afti- 
cle occasionally in the 
publications of the 
Roman Catholic 
Church that we can 
whole - heartedly en- 
dorse. Such an article 
is Ed Mack Miller’s 
engaging essay in the 
March, 1953, issue of THE SIGN, en- 
titled, “. . . And Baby Makes Seven.” 


The father of five young children, Mil- 
ler bemoans the “Just-Molly-and-me-and- 
baby - makes- three” mentality among 
American parents which has, at least for 
the time being, inherited the earth. Re- 
actions of his friends to the latest ar- 
rival in the Miller family aptly high- 
lighted today’s prevalent philosophy of 
re One telegram, from a close 

tiend, said with pulverizing plainness: 
“Congratulations. Stop!” Another sug- 
gested the name “Caboose.” 


Economic forces militate against the 
large family, Miller admits. “Food and 
milk prices are still soaring like angels 
fleeing from the sight of sin. At the turn 
of the century a doctor would deliver 
a baby for $10.00—now the figure runs 
closer to $125.00. And you cannot buy 
a low-priced, new house that will com- 
fortably accommodate a family that num- 
bers more than four.” But the bills get 
paid somehow, and while there always 
seems to be a “shortage of money, shoes, 
milk and quiet, there is never a shortage 
of love.” 





Miller blasts the notion that having 
children ruins a woman’s figure: “No 
one ever devised a manual of setting-up 
exercises that could compare with pick- 
ing up after children. As for the canard 
that a child in a big family is often left 
unloved . . . nothing could be farther 
from the truth. Who is lonelier than an 
only child?” He goes on to affirm that 
more women die each year from criminal 
abortion than from labor or the conse- 
quences thereof.” 
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“Actually I hold no grudge 
these people” (the sponsors of p 
motherhood “who would take 
Wallace’s AAA 
er and plow under every second child”), 
Miller continued, “although often they 
do hurt my feelings and offend my sen. 
sibilities. But I do think they are doi 
gtievous harm, stampeding the Amer. 
can people into a stupid fear of their 
own unborn children.” 

It is refreshing to read an article that 
sticks to the facts and is free of the usual 
implications of clergy-penned diatribes 
which tend to equate planned 
hood, the use of contraceptives by medi- 
cal prescription, Protestantism, abortion, 
euthanasia, and all other social doctrines 
condemned by Romanism. It is also re 
freshing because the author is one who 
can speak from experience as well as 
conviction, whose knowledge of f 

roblems has not been derived 
rom the “Codex Juris Canonici.” 

May we take advantage of this oppor 
tunity to dispel a few misconceptions 
about the Protestant doctrines of the 
family? What Protestants really believe 
about birth control, etc.? 


Unlike the Roman Catholic Church, 
where authority is derived from the top 
down, the Protestant churches cannot 
coerce the thinking of Protestants. 
Therefore, convictions on matters such 
as this (where no explicit Biblical teach- 
ing may be adduced), are apt to vaty 
widely. However, birth control of any 
sort has never found its way into any 
Protestant creed. 

Many Protestants undoubtedly prac- 
tice some sort of birth control (as do 
many Catholics). Most Protestants, how- 
ever, would agree that contraceptives 
should be used only on competent medi- 
cal advice, and in such matters advice 
should be sought from a spiritually- 
minded practitioner who recognizes the 
need of a family as much as the need of 
good health. 

Protestants are emphatically opposed 
to non-therapeutic abortion, euthanasia, 
sterilization, artificial. insemination, and 
every other socialistic doctrine whereby 
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the issues of life and death are taken 
from the hands of God and those whom 
He has joined together and are placed in 
the hands of the State. 

Protestants are also emphatically op- 
ay to the distorted medical creed of 

Roman Catholic Church to the effect 
that the life of an unborn fetus should 
be preserved at all costs, even if it means 

idowing the mother’s husband and 

orphaning her living children. This is a 
hangover from medieval Romanism—a 
doctrine that could be devised only by 
clibate monks dancing on the point of 
aneedle in some cloistered corner of the 
Middle Ages. It is neither Scriptural nor 
Christian. 

Unfortunately, we find very few areas 
of full agreement with the Catholic 
Church in matters related to sex. We can- 
not agree that sex is basically sinful, nor 
that marriage is solely for procreation. 
We cannot condone segregation as it is 

iced in Catholic schools, nor the 
of convent and monastery. It is 
impossible for Protestants to go along 
with the speciousness of Rome in its 
marriage anullments, its utter lack of 
tealism in divorce, its wicked shattering 
of mixed marriages and bland authoriza- 
tion of a “brother-sister” relationship. 
We cannot cast a blanket of condemna- 
tion over all birth control. 


Where the Bible seems to have some- 
thing to say, we try to find the mind of 
Christ in the Scriptures. Where the 
Scriptures are not specific, we honor the 
convictions of all honest Christians, be- 
lieving that each home is a kingdom and 
Christ the king. Some things are for par- 
ents, under God, to decide. 

We are ready to admit, however, that 
many Protestants are among those Amer- 
ican people who according to Mr. Miller 
are ee being stampeded “into a 

id fear of their own unborn chil- 


dren.” And this we earnestly deplore. 


Marriage is occasionally complete 
without children, but only when child- 
bearing is physically impossible. It is our 
personal conviction that large families 
ate normal in the plan of God. It is crass 
selfishness to measure human values in 
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dollars and cents, but far too man 
Christians decide to have a new Bui 
rather than a new baby. They are only 
cutting off their noses to spite their 
faces. Whether the use of contraceptives 
is permissible or not, and regardless of 
the moral laws which may be involved, 
anyone who limits his family for other 
than physical reasons is being penny- 
wise but pound-foolish. 

Children are the greatest investment 
anyone can make for future happiness, 
security and blessing. The inspired 
Psalmist. wrote: “Children are an heri- 
tage of the Lord, and the fruit of the 
womb is his reward. As arrows in the 
hands of a mighty man, so are children 
of the youth. Happy is the man that hath 
his quiver full of them.” 


Bishops’ bom in Washington 


i Writing under the 

ft" Arm” in the Apr, 
’ in the i 
pa) 1953 issue of the Ro- 
man Catholic maga- 
zine ‘Information,’ 
Martin Stevens re- 
veals the machin- 
ery in Washington 
by which the Amer- 
ican Hierarchy expresses its desires and 
exerts its pressure in every phase of na- 
tional life in the United States. 

“The letters NCWC stand for the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference. 
This Conference is a voluntary union of 
the Archbishops and Bishops of the 
United States—working together, and 
with us, for the good of our Church and 
our country. It was established in 1919, 
with the approval of Pope Benedict XV 
who said that the Church in America 
should never be isolated from national 
life.” 

Innocuous though its name may sound, 
the NCWC lost no time in baring its 
teeth in Washington. It is a fully organ- 
ized bureau, with departments of educa- 
tion, press, legislation, social action and 
lay organizations. It holds the ear of gov- 
ernment officials. It boasts that no major 
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legislation reaches the floor of the House 
or Senate without previous consultation 
with its legal department. 

It recommends or blackballs political 
and governmental appointees. It censors 
films and movie scenarios. It is licensed 
by the government as an official service 
to immigrants. It operates a news service 
to mold public opinion. In fact, so pow- 
erful has it become, and so phenomenal 
have been its “accomplishments,” that 
after the first two years of its existence 
it was necessary to limit the printing of 
annual reports—they were too revealing 
of the NCWC’s true prestige and influ- 
ence in the nation’s capital. 

Among other observations, Stevens 
says: 

“Its alertness in safeguarding the very 
existence of Catholic schools is a func- 
tion with which most of us are familiar. 
Working closely with the NCWC Legal 
Department, it watches 8 mage legis- 
lation for the protection of the rights of 
private schools, and discourages the en- 
actment of discriminatory legislation.” 

This is a mild understatement. The 
NCWC for thirty-three years has main- 
tained a dog-in-the-manger attitude re- 
garding federal aid to public education, 
climaxed in 1949 in the debate over the 
Barden and Thomas bills. The bishops’ 
attitude has been “If the bill doesn’t in- 
clude aid to Catholic schools we'll throw 
our weight against it.” While disclaim- 
ing all interest in “support” for paro- 
chial schools, the NCWC has fought 
bitterly for “fringe-aid” and for “non- 
preferential” allotments. And the Su- 
preme Court to the contrary notwith- 
standing, NCWC’s Father McManus 
stated that the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy “does not consider that inclusion 
of non-public schools violates the Con- 
stitution, but believes that pointed omis- 
sion of private schools amounts to dis- 
crimination.” (Congressional Di gest, 
November 1949, p. 268). 

The credit line NC on a newspaper 
story means that it comes from the NC- 
WC News Service—a service which sup- 
plies news of interest to Catholics and 
promoting the interests of Catholicism 
to newspapers throughout the United 
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States and in all parts of the world. i 
also provides features, pictures, editor. 
ials. The News Service is A at 
the White House Press conferences and 
is vigilantly defending the interests of 
Catholicism on all fronts. Stevens re 
ports: “The Catholic Press — with the 
NCWC News Service as its eyes and ears 
—is one of our most powerful weapons 
in combatting the growing forces of 
those who would destroy us, because it 
makes informed Catholics.” 

No less significant is the inroad of 
Rome in the affairs of the United Na 
tions. Again we quote from Stevens: 

“A little-known unit of the NCWC, 
but one of incalculable importance, is 
what we might call the bishops’ ‘listen. 
ing post’ at the United Nations. 


“The UN is becoming more and more 
of an enigma to many Americans. Is it 
helpless to promote peace in its present 
ata? Has God pated it? Whatever 
else may be true, we know that God has 
not abandoned it—because He does not 
abandon His creatures, though the 
abandon Him. He has sent His bishops 
into the UN... . 

“The NCWC Office for UN Affairs is 
in midtown New York, within walki 
distance of the UN. It works directly 
under the Bishops’ Committee on the 
Pope’s Peace Points, and its function is 
threefold: observing, reporting, liaison. 

“It follows the work of the UN close 
ly . . . Its influence for good is felt. An 
example is the UN Declaration of Hw 
man Rights, in which the article on the 
family as the fundamental unit of society 
was taken—word for word—from the 
NCWC Declaration of Human Rights.” 

We hope the influence works in both 
directions, because the Roman Catholic 
Church—particularly in Spain, Italy and 
Colombia—could certainly stand a little 
UN pressure to enforce in the lands 
where Romanism reigns some of the 
paragraphs of the Declaration of Human 
Rights which did not originate with the 
NCWC — namely, the articles on the 
freedom to believe, worship, practice and 
propagate religion according to the dic- 
tates of conscience. 
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Another revealing 
article from the Cath- 
olic press comes from 
the pen of Douglas 
Hyde, who writes in 
the April, 1953, Cath- 
olic WORLD, about 
the pre-election ten- 

sons and problems in Italy. 

By the terms of the Concordat con- 
duded in the time of Mussolini, the 
Vatican may not directly intervene in 
Iulian party politics. But of course, if 
Italy should go Communist, the Vatican 
would be “‘a minute island in a Red Sea,” 
@ the Concordat (whose legality under 
the new Italian constitution is in any 
ase questionable) is thrown aside, and 
the Pope tightens all the screws possible 
toavert the red flood. 

The Italian system of separation of 
Church and State works this way. The 
Vatican sets up a Catholic Action organ- 
iation. There are also Civic Committees 


in the political life of the nation which 


arty into the political arena and imple- 
ment the policies of the papal Catholic 
Action. By strange and inexplicable co- 
incidence, although the two organiza- 
tions are distinct (by law) with separate 
headquarters, they are both headed by 
the same dynamic Professor Luigi Ged- 
ta, The Civic Committees back De Gas- 
: Christian Democrats, while Catho- 

ction presumably keeps mum. 

In the light of the parallel pointed out 
thewhere in this issue of the CON- 
VERTED CATHOLIC between the tech- 
tiques and designs of Romanism and 
Communism, it is interesting to read 

las Hyde’s report on his visit to 
the headquarters of the Civic Commit- 
tees in Italy. 
_ Their headquarters organization is 
impressive. It is, to some extent, mod- 
led on that of the Communist party but 
i, I would say, in fact superior to it. 

“Theirs, as the name implies, is an or- 

ization of committees; it has no mem- 

ip in the ordinary sense of the 
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word. ‘In this we are like the Partisans 
of Peace,’ they told me. The organization 
is a centrally directed network of com- 
mittees scattered throughout the coun- 
try, with full-time officers who, like the 
Communist Party organizers, receive 
only a minimum ‘economic’ wage. 

“I was taken into the organization de- 
partment at headquarters—a hush-hush 
section of the building filled with files, 
charts and dossiers. It is the parallel of 
the Communists’ ‘cadres department’ and 
the idea behind it is much the same. 

“Filed there is a detailed record of ev- 
ery Committee member in the land. 
Their aptitudes, qualifications, the train- 
ing classes they have attended, the suc- 
cess or failure of the campaigns they 
have run are all recorded oat filed. Each 
one sends in a weekly report which goes 
into the appropriate file after it has been 
studied by the ‘cadres leader.’ All must 
regularly attend ‘schools’ in ¢heir own 
districts and at national headquarters 
rather like the Communists’ indoctrin- 
ation schools for full-time organizers. 


“There is constant checking up on 
each member to ensure that everything 
possible is being done to develop his 
qualities of leadership, to make certain 
that he is being put to the best possible 
use, and that his spiritual development 
is keeping pace with his practical train- 
ing. In short, the aim, as with the Com- 
munists, is to create a body of well-in- 


structed, superbly trained leaders. 


“Because of the values that such files 
could be to the Communists, should they 
ever raid the headquarters, the members’ 
names are in code—the code names be- 
ing those of well-known Catholic fight- 
ers for freedom. Among them I noticed 
that of Daniel O’Connell, the Irish lead- 
er of the last century. 


“From the past I know very intimate- 
ly the work of the Communists’ cadres 
departments and I would say that in this 
the Civic Committees are doing a more 
thorough and perhaps a more successful 
job than the Communists themselves.” 

When it comes to organizing for to- 
talitarianism, Rome is fully as competent 
as Moscow! 
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Despite attempts of lesser officials to 
“stall” effective consideration by the U.S. 
State Department of a petition presented 
by Author Paul Blanshard requesting re- 
voking of the citizenship of American- 
born Archbishop Gerald P. O’Hara, cur- 
rently serving the Vatican as Papal Nun- 
cio to Ireland, a department spokesman 
officially promised that the matter will 
be given serious study by the competent 
authorities.

The memorandum accompanying the 
petition proves that O’Hara’s position is 
political as well as ecclesiastical, evi- 
denced by the fact that (a) he presented 
a Letter of Credence from Pope Pius 
XII to the Irish Republic; (b) his du- 
ties as Papal Nuncio involve political 
aspects; (c) he serves as dean of the 
diplomatic corps in Ireland, with pri- 
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macy over the United States 

dor and other political diplomats; @ 
his corresponding ambassador from 
Ireland to the Holy See is a fully a 
credited diplomat; (e) he is listed ig 
the Annuario Pontificio of 1950 
827) under the heading “CON 
TERRE DIPLOMATICO”; and (f) the 
nation which he represents (the Vat. 
can) is politically and diplomatically reg. 
ognized as an independent soverej 
state by 39 countries and by the uaa 
takable stipulations of Italian and Vati. 
can law, as well as by numberless Roman 
Catholic declarations. 

The fact that in the person of the 
Pope, political and ecclesiastical fune. 
tions are mingled, the said petition has 
no bearing on the case. 

Blanshard further stated that the Vati- 
can possesses all the attributes of state 
h and political sovereignty 
nized in falacmaiianst law: chysical @ 
ritory, a sovereign ruler, courts, a flag, a 
state seal, a police force, postal status, 
citizens, passports, diplomats, diplomatic 
immunity, laws, a retariat of State 
and treaties. 

“As I see it,” the petitioner said, “we 
are bound sooner or later to face in 
American life the problem of dual alle 

iance. For many years the Vatican has 

m attempting to secure the privileges 
of a state while declaring in the United 
States that it is only a church. Now! 
think the time has come for us to 
that every state should be treated wi 
justice and equality under American law. 
My action against the Papal Nuncio is 
simply an attempt to dramatize the fact 
that the Vatican is a foreign state, and 
that it should be treated as such under 
our laws... 

“The religious favoritism involved in 

ermitting Dr. O’Hara to continue setv- 
ice under the Vatican state,” Blanshard 
continued, “is revealed by our recent 

licy in dealing with Jewish American 
fave who take an oath of allegiance to 
Israel in its army. They are immediately 
deprived of American citizenship undet 
the law. By all the traditions of inter- 
national law, Dr. O’Hara, as a top-rank- 
ing diplomat, is more clearly bound ia 
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to his sovereign than any com- 
mon soldier.” 


Dr. O’Hara is one of three American 
Archbishops currently serving the Vati- 
can as am dors abroad. 


Republic 
(1976-7930) 


The discovery of an 
objective Catholic his- 
forian is an event of rare enough occur- 
fence to merit special mention. Such a 
chronicler is Adrien Dansette, author of 
a “Religious History of Contemporary 
France,” according to his competent re- 
viewer in the CATHOLIC WORLD mag- 
wine, Erik von Kuehnelt-Leddihn. Vol- 
ume Two of Dansette’s opus, covering 
the period of the Third Republic, has 
jven to the world a panoramic view of 

Catholic Church in France from 1876 
to 1930. 

The story of Romanism’s struggle for 
survival in the midst of a rising tide of 
republicanism and nationalism is both 
moving and tragic, highlighting as it 
does the fatal consequences of mixin 
politics and religion and of masking wi 
derical piety the church’s perennial lust 
for secular power. Even the Catholic re- 
viewer, before entering into a discussion 
of the book’s content, is constrained to 
make this significant observation: 

“We must remember, however, that 
the infallibility of the Church does not 
extend to her policies, and the picture 
before us is at times depressing; the 
gtave errors committed by the hier- 
archy, the clergy and the laity alike, 
ate only matched by the fanatical ha- 
tred and ill-will of their enemies.” 
The republican victory in the elections 

of 1876 found the Catholic Church in a 
petiod of decline. Salaries of the clergy 
(paid by the government) were extreme- 
ly low. Much of the hierarchy was re- 
quited from the lower classes. And as 
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late as 1890 (when Catholicism was ad- 
mittedly stronger) only one Parisian 
woman in twelve, and one man in fifty 
were estimated to be practicing their re- 
ligion. 

An emaciated church, therefore, in 
1876 found itself for the first time in the 
a Most of the practicing Catho- 
lics and many nominal ones were rabid 
monarchists. And, as Dr. Kuehnelt-Led- 
dihn observes, this antagonism between 
the overwhelming majority of the hier- 
archy, clergy and laity and the existing 
political order of France (supported by a 
majority of largely irreligious, if not ac- 
tually at times anti-religious, citizens) 
colored the whole Church-State relation- 
ship up to and even after the outbreak of 
World War I. 


It is impossible to determine what 
might have been the result had the Ro- 
man church welcomed with sympathy the 
rise of republican France. But Pope Pius 
IX was a man of inflexible will and saw 
nothing either or irrevocable in the 
French Revolution. The hierarchy, having 
suffered bitterly in the revolution, was at 
one with him in his conservative views. 
His successor, Leo XIII, however, was a 
farsighted humanist, scholar and aristo- 
crat of liberal views. While it is probable 
that his personal sympathies were with the 
monarchy, he recognized the durability 
of the republic and strove to reconcile 
French Catholics with their government. 


The resulting truce was never whole- 
hearted, for although nominal fealty was 
promised the new government by the 
French clergy, it was by papal coercion! 
The fire of discord was fanned by violent 
outbursts on each side. Because of the 
clergy’s unabashed political intervention, 
religion was discredited along with the 
monarchy, and Jules Ferry, French Prime 
Minister, declared solemnly that the aim 
of his life was “to lead humanity to an 
existence without God or King.” The 
leading pioneers for school reform were 
atheists, who agitated to replace the cru- 
cifix in the classrooms with an image of 
the “Republic” in which ignorance was 
symbolized by a monk and enlightenment 
by Voltaire with masonic emblems. 
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This ecclesiastical confusion was fol- 
lowed by the controversy waged over 
Abbé Klein’s preface to Father Walter 
Elliott’s biography of Father Hecker, 
American founder of the Paulists. The 
story of this controversy, as reviewed by 
Dr. Kuehnelt-Leddihn is worthy of quo- 
tation: 

“The case of the condemnation of 
‘Americanism’ is especially tragic: a 
minority of Catholics, opposed to the 

revailing trends of their own Church 
in France (and in sympathy with pa- 
pal aims) had come to paint for them- 
selves a picture of American Catho- 
licism quite at variance with the facts. 

Distant countries frequently look like 

Utopia. These Catholics in their oppo- 

sition to the illiberal and conservative 

spirit of the Catholic majority, unfor- 
tunately went to the other extreme 

(frequently by identifying Catholicism 

with democracy) and roused the ire of 

the reactionary majority. They wanted 

a victom and found it in the French 

edition of Father Elliott’s book. 

“The ensuing intrigue — ably de- 
scribed by Abbé Klein in his Memoirs 
—tesulted in the Letter of Leo XIII 
‘Testem Benevolentiae,’ which con- 
demned ideas and practices lumped to- 
gether under the name ‘Americanism.’ 
The items condemned were, naturally, 
worthy of condemnation, but as Arch- 
bishop Ireland rightly wrote in an 
American periodical, ‘Americanism . . . 
was unheard of in the United States 
until the moment when news of its 
condemnation was cabled from Rome.’ 

“Dansette errs when he adds that 
‘American Catholicism then pursued 
its way as if nothing had happened, 
whereas the situation was entirely dif- 
ferent in France.’ We believe that the 
psychological shock of the condemna- 
tion of ‘Americanism’ had lasting ef- 
fects in the United States, whereas to- 
day practices resembling ‘American- 
ism’ dre quite in fashion in modern 
France and elsewhere in Europe.” 

In the early twentieth century under 
the pontificate of the intransigent Pius X, 
the Catholic Church encountered more 
trouble in France. Many orders were sup- 
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pressed and expelled and a total 

tion of Church and State was decreed 
the Republic. It was suggested to the 
Church that Catholics might form “wor. 
ship associations” to take over the ad 
ministration of the confiscated church 
buildings, but although the French clergy 
by now had become reconciled to some 
such arrangement, Pius X would not hear 
of it. It would be uncanonical for the 
laity to govern the French Church! Thus 
the situation was reversed, with the bish. 
ops in favor of reconciliation and the 
Pope against it. The formation of wor. 
ship associations was forbidden, and in 
lieu of another solution, church p 

ties reverted to the State and the 

sion — frequently by violence — of reli- 
gious orders and congregations followed. 

Not many years later the tables 
turned, and Pope Benedict XV, at the 
Feast of the Canonization of Joan of Arc, 
tried to convince the French bishops to 
atcept the “worship associations” plan, 
But this time the bishops—mostly ap. 
pointed by Pius X—declared themselves 
“unanimous in respectful resistance!” 
One wonders how papal “infallibility” in 
ex cathedra declarations can coexist with 
papal bungling and fickleness in matters 
political ! 

We heartily echo the reviewer’s obser- 
vation: “Tragic from every point of view 
is the identification of Catholicism with 
specific forms of government; in the nine- 
teenth cen and early twentieth cen- 
tury the identification of Catholicism and 
royalism brought great harm to the 
Church. Today the evil, still persisting, 
seems to be on the other foot.” But we 
would go on to lament that the Catholic 
church feels constrained to mingle in any 
way in the political picture of the world 
where so much damage has already been 
wrought by its ecclesiastical bigotry. 

This is a vain lament, however, because 
Romanism is more political than reli- 
gious, more secular than sacred, more evil 
than evangelical. And until it learns to 
exalt Christ above the church and serve 
the Gospel rather than greed, Rome may 
expect to see repeated in many more eras 
and areas of the globe the tragic ecclesias 
tical history of France.

“PN THE FUTURE,” shouted 

Bishop Fulton J. Sheen to his 

radio audience a few years ago, “there 

will be but two governments in the world 
—Rome and Moscow!” 

About the same time Communist Earl 
Browder wrote, “We have adhered too 
long to petty limits. The time has come 
to enfold the world!” 


These and thousands of like state- - 


ments by Roman Catholic and Commun- 
ist leaders all point to world struggle 
spearheaded by the Communists on one 
side and the Roman Catholic church 
on the other. The Spanish Civil War 
between the Fascists and Loyalists is 
generally conceded to have been a “grass 
roots” trial war between Vatican-led 
groups and Spanish Communist forces. 
The fight for power throughout Europe 
and the last two Italian elections have 
narrowed down to grim death struggles 
between Romanist and Communist fac- 
tions. The one represents an extreme 
right dating back to the Dark Ages and 
feudalism, the other an extreme left 
which denies the dignity of the individ- 
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ual and would collectivize everything 
from a typewriter to a railroad system. 

In the middle are the huge masses of 
people, the victims of this globe-girdling 
holocaust—the unorganized majority of 
us—some leaning one way, some the 
other, but nevertheless victims, caught 
between the Communist hammer and the 
Roman anvil. 

Propaganda in America, the last 
stronghold where sides have not as yet 
been definitely taken, is disturbing to 
many citizens, Catholic, Protestant, Jew- 
ish and non-religious who do not sympa- 
thize with the tremendous power play 
to swing them to the Vatican or Com- 
munist cause. 


Inescapable Parallel 

In spite of apparent Vatican-Com- 
munist antagonism there is an analogy 
which interests the casual observer. The 
Anarchists in Spain during the Franco- 
Loyalist civil war were aware of that an- 
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alogy, too. They refused to take sides 
and opposed both the Catholic fascists 
and Loyalists with equal fury. 

This deadly parallel is demonstrated 
by the fact that both Romanism and 
Communism are international. Both seek 
world power and influence. Neither is 
“American” in the strict sense of the 
word. Both have a foreign dictator who 
commands prior allegiance to that of the 
nation. To the Catholic who points out 
that he served the United States in a 
war, the Communist can likewise point 
to his war record. 

The Communist international main- 
tains its agents in the United States and 
other nations. So does the Vatican in- 
ternational. Stalin sends and_ receives 
ambassadors. So does the Pope. Russia 
is an official government and Commun- 
ist government officials must, according 
to the rules of their party, be official 
atheists. The Vatican is an official gov- 
ernment and its officials must be believ- 
ers in all that the Roman Catholic church 
commands them to believe. 

Nor is either of these belligerent for- 
ces truly liberal or benevolent once they 
have power firmly in their grasp. Both 
are totally destructive of human liberty. 
In matters of religious faith, Communist 
Earl Browder wrote: 

“Communists believe that the social 
function of religion and religious insti- 
tutions is to act as an opiate.” And again, 
“We reserve our right to oppose all re- 
ligious superstition wherever we find it 
and with the most effective means at our 
disposal.” 

“You see,” says Catholic propaganda 
to neutral people it wants to win, “what 
the Communists will do to your relig- 
ious faith if they win power.” Catholic 
propaganda, however, is careful not to 
mention the wholesale persecution of 
Protestants and non-Catholics in Spain 
and South American countries where 
Mother Church rules with an iron roll- 
ing-pin. Nor does Catholic propaganda 
tell us that Pope Innocent IV officially 
declared (and his fiat still stands) that: 

“When those judged guilty of heresy 
have been given up to the civil power by 
the bishop or the Inquisition, the chief 
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magistrate of the city shall, within five 
days at the most, execute the laws made 
against them.” 

















Americanism All Wrong? 


The famed “Syllabus of Errors”: of 
Pope Pius IX listed as “errors” Prot- 
estantism, Bible societies, civil mar- 
riages, free scientific invesigation, pub- 
lic schools and religious tolerance, Er- 
ror 15, according to the Pope, is that a 
man is free to embrace the religion of 
his choice. No man has any such right, 
Error 55 condemns the American idea 
of separation of Church and State. 

In Spain, under the Catholic Franco, 
every one of these “errors” is bei 
ruthlessly and murderously persecuted, 
as they are in other Catholic nations. At 
the same time the Communists, where 
they have power, make short work of 
Cardinal Mindzsentys, Archbishop Ste- 
pinacs, and various Protestant ministers, 

American labor, too, is feeling the im- 
pact of this battle of the monsters, with- 
out quite realizing what it’s all about. 
Almost every labor union is the scene 
of a clandestine struggle for control. 
Philip Murray, the Catholic head of the 
C.1.0., after years of cooperating with 
leftist labor leaders when it was expedi- 
ent to do so, seized upon public dislike 
for Communism to take the C.1.O. reins 
in his own hands by attacking his old 
ally, Harry Bridges, and weeding Red 
sympathizers out of C.I.O. unions. Na- 
ture hates a vacuum. As the Commun- 
ists are driven out of labor unions, Rome 
sees her golden opportunity to replace 
them with Catholics. Back in 1947, when 
relations with Russia were becoming 
strained and the Communist exodus 
from trade unions began, a Catholic 
Welfare Committee statement read: 

“As we again congratulate the Amer- 
ican labor movement . . . and as we en- 
courage it to organize as rapidly as pos- 
sible the great number of American 
workers who are still without status or 
representation in their economic life, we 
emphasize the supreme importance of 
the high moral and spiritual ideals which 
must actuate the movement. . .” 

David Lawrence commented acidly 
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that, “it is not the province of a national 
church organization to make itself vir- 
tually the auxiliary arm of a union or- 
ganizing movement.” 

It seems rather obvious that Rome 
would hardly exert such efforts to make 
every citizen a union member unless she 
felt certain that she would be in a posi- 
tion to influence or control those unions. 


Subversives in Government 

In matters of government, most Amer- 
icans object to a Communist or Russian 
sympathizer holding a public position of 
trust, yet it seems that no such objec- 
tions are raised when a person loyal to 
the Pope and the Vatican occupies such 
a position. The Attorney general, in 
charge of law enforcement, is often 
quick to list Communist front organiza- 
tions as subversive and to institute pro- 
ceedings against them, yet no such drives 
have ever been made against Catholic 
front organizations and leaders. It is 
also noteworthy that until the present 
administration the Attorney General 
himself has usually been a Catholic. 

It is interesting, too, to compare Wil- 
liam Z, Foster’s statement that as surely 
as the sun rises a Red Army will some 
day occupy America and stand guard, 
with an article in Liberty magazine a 
few years ago written by a noted Catho- 
lic layman in which he emphasized that 
plans have already been fully made to 
move the Vatican to America (Quebec) 


in due time when the situation calls for - 


it, which will result in dominant Roman 
influence in the western hemisphere. 
We can’t help but note such things 
and to make comparisons. We cannot 
help but compare Karl Marx’s “Work- 
ets of the world, unite!” with Bishop 
Sheen’s “In the future there will be but 
two governments in the world—Rome 
and Moscow!” It is quite certain that 
both sides intend eventually to narrow 
this down to ONE government. It is not 
beyond the realm of possibility that the 
two might even reach a compromise, af- 
ter world-wide wrangling in which mil- 
lions of people get hurt. It would not 
be too difficult for the Communists to 
officially “recognize” the Roman church 
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as the state one, in return for which the 
church could graciously place its bless- 
ing upon the Communist collective eco- 
nomic system. 

In the meantime American law en- 
forcement has been definitely in Catholic 
hands. Just how a Roman law official 
can swear to impartially enforce the laws 
of the land, when, as a: Catholic, he is 
bound by church law to place that law 
first—and NEVER to place any prelate 
on trial before a civil court—and do so 
with any better conscience than a Com- 
munist Attorney General, with his al- 
legiance to the laws of the Communist 
International, is a matter for conjecture. 

As between the two, Catholic power is 
definitely on the ascendancy in America. 
lf the Communists had the power of 
the ballot, the power of boycott, the 
power over the press, and the population 
that the Roman church has, it would be 
as unpopular to criticize the Communist 
Party as it is to criticize the Roman 
Catholic church. 


Romanism, An Ineffective Bulwark 

The greatest approach the Catholic 
church makes to the average American 
is that the church is “the greatest bul- 
wark against Communism.” 

That is hardly true, since the most 
Catholic countries in Europe were the 
ones which went Communist while not 
one of the “most Protestant” European 
nations have fallen into the Red orbit. 
Even Italy, with a 98 percent Roman 
Catholic population, almost voted Com- 
munist at the last election. 

If, as is possible, the Pope finds his 
position in Europe untenable and is 
forced to set up new Vatican headquar- 
ters in America, he will continue to 
wage war on the European Communists 
from American shores and, with greatly 
increased Catholic political power in 
America, American boys will be drafted 
to fight these wars. Which means that a 
Vatican in America will fight to the last 
American.

2. How could the Lutheran Church or 
any other Protestant sect claim Christ as 
its founder? 
8. What proof can you offer that any 
other church which teaches only the 
things in the Bible is the 
true Church of Christ? 
4. Who founded the 
Catholic Church? 


5. Is there anything in 
Scripture which tells us 
that the Church of Christ 
would fail at anytime in 
its teaching to the peo- 
ple? 

6. Did Christ establish 
His Church on the Bible 
—or did He establish a 
church and tell them to 
teach all things that I 
have told you? 

7. If any one started a 
religion today and then 
taught only those things 
in the Bible as they saw 
and interpreted them, 
would that be the true 
Church of Christ? 


8. You may say that 
The Converted Catholic Magazine 
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the Bible needs no interpretation, but 

church has made many intérpreta- 
tions which are at variance with many 
sects who interpret the Bible in your 

9. Looking at the hundreds of differ- 
ent sects and churches today which are 
really based on different private inter- 

ions of the Bible—aren’t you in- 
dined to believe that the Bible can be 
interpreted in many ways and that there 
is need for a true interpreter? 

10. Does your Church claim as the rea- 
son for its existence and formation the 
fact that the Catholic Church, which was 

y the only church at the time, 
failed in its teachings to the people? 


11. After Christ rose from the dead, 
He spent 40 days with the Apostles tell- 
ing them about His Church. (Acts 1.) 
There is nothing more written in the 
Bible about what He told the Apostles in 
those 40 days. Does your church teach 
these things He told the Apostles, too? 


12. We both know that there is only 
one God—who sent One Redeemer—gave 
one revelation and established one Church 


—and as Christ said to the Apostles ‘As’ 


the Father sent me, I send you.’ Christ 
also said that He wanted one fold and 
one shepherd and He also addressed Peter 
as the shepherd. This certainly leads us 
te believe that Christ wanted only one 
Church, and if there are more, don’t you 
believe it is the work of man? 


18. I know for sure that God does not 
want contradictory doctrines taught in 
His Church, and they all vary so there 
must be one true Church. Don’t you agree? 


14. When you answer these questions, 
Ireally wonder how you can possibly be- 
lieve your church is right? I know that 
your thoughts that my church teaches er- 
tor justifies your thinking that your 
church must be right, but don’t you think 
you should do some very unprejudiced 
thinking? Thoughts which are influenced 
by biased information and propaganda 
which makes you see a very dirty spot on 
aclean picture and which are not present- 
ed in a completely truthful manner are 
thoughts which are not advantageous to 
finding the truth. These are basic facts 
and they require unprejudiced thinking. 


These fourteen “trick” questions are 
based chiefly on the false meaning of 
the word “church” as taught to Roman 
Catholic people. In recent articles deal- 
ing with the marks of a true church 
(September to December issues of THE 
CONVERTED CatHotic MaGazINne) the 
daims of the Roman Catholic Church 
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have been refuted. It would take a vol- 
ume to answer the above questions fully 
and in detail. Limited by space we are 
obliged to answer them in concise form. 


1. Martin Luther did not found a 
new church. He was a reformer. He re- 
asserted the original teachings of Christ 
and His Apostles. He was the leader of 
the Catholic people who abandoned the 
false doctrines of the Roman Catholic 
Church and embraced the teachings of 
Evangelical Christianity which they re- 
discovered in the Bible. 


2. The answer to this question is in- 
cluded under the first. Protestantism is 
but a name for the Reformation move- 
ment that restored the true teachings of 
Christ. Its members believed and taught 
Christ’s message of salvation as set 
forth in the New Testament. It has been 
well said that Christ formed the Church; 
Rome deformed it; Luther and others 
reformed it. Hence the word Reforma- 
tion. 

Thus if you could go back and attend 
an early Christian church in Athens or 
Rome, you would find it like the ordi- 
nary Protestant church today: without 
any statues of Mary or of the saints, 
without an altar of sacrifice, without a 
priest, without confession boxes, and 
without all the teachings essential in 
Roman Catholicism today, namely, the 
mass, purgatory, indulgences, etc. In 
this sense it would be a ‘Protestant’ 
church. 


3. Apart from New Testament teach- 
ing, there is no sure rule of faith in 
any church. You cannot even follow the 
teachings of the early Fathers, since they 
did not agree unanimously upon any- 
thing. Even the “sacred councils” of the 
early church contradicted one another. 

Protestant churches are correct there- 
fore in following the Bible as their sole 
rule of faith. The Roman Catholic 
Church is wrong because it declares in 
its dogmatic decree of the Council of 
Trent (Session): “All saving truth is 
not contained in the Holy Scriptures.” 


4. In the first place the Church of 
Rome is not the ‘catholic’ Church. The 
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Church in Rome is a local church; the 
word ‘catholic’ means universal. 

Only those who believe salvation is 
by Christ as found in the Bible belong 
to the universal Church. Whether you 
are Roman Catholic or a Protestant, you 
do not belong to the true Church of 
Christ if you believe ‘traditions of men’ 
opposed to New Testament teachings. 

5. Yes, Christ and the apostles fore- 
told that,“There shall arise false Christs, 
and false prophets, and shall show great 
signs and wonders; insomuch that, if 
it were possible, they shall deceive the 
elect. (Matthew 24:24). False teachers 
spread error and contention even among 
the churches established by Paul. Here- 
tics nearly destroyed the early church 
completely. But the darkest period in the 
Christian Church was from the 12th 
to the 16th centuries when Rome intro- 
duced its sacramental system. 


6. Christ founded no church as we 
understand the word today. He sent 
forth twelve apostles to proclaim the 
gospel teaching of salvation as set forth 
in the New Testament. 

The only church Christ founded was 
composed of those who believed on Him 
as “the Christ, the Son of the living 
God” (Matthew 16:16), and who ac- 
cepted Him as their personal Sayiour. 
As Christ commanded, the apostles es- 
tablished His Church by means of the 
spoken word and committed His Gospel 
to writing before their office ceased. Af- 
ter the apostles, the Bible became the 
sole rule of faith for all Christians. 

7. This question can only be answer- 
ed by turning it around, namely, if one 
believes and accepts the teaching of sal- 
vation as set forth in the New Testa- 
ment, he would then belong to the true 
Church of Christ. But by so doing he 
would not “start a new religion.” 

8. Inspired Scripture needs no infal- 
lible interpreter. It is the Word of God, 
and speaks to the individual through the 
Holy Spirit. 

Bible interpretation (or “exegesis” as 
it is now called) is not essential to sal- 
vation. Reading and understanding the 
Bible, however, is necessary to get to 
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know what Christ taught and did for mg 
Protestant Bible scholars instruct Prop 
estant ministers in exegesis. But theorig 
and teachings are not passed on as a} 
solute truths with which no one can dare 
disagree. 

Who, we ask in turn, interprets the 
Bible in the Roman Catholic Church? 
Not the Pope. He spends most of his 
time shaking hands with diplomats, Hol 
lywood magnates and big business meq 
who visit the Vatican. There is not one 
text of the Bible, that any Pope has 
ever interpreted infallibly; i.e. ex-cathe. 
dra. Father Conway’s Question Box ad- 
mits that the Church of Rome has no 
infallible teaching on any certain Bibi. 
cal text. The Pope hides behind the theo 
logians, who all differ in their inter 
pretations of Scripture texts. 

9. This question has been answered 
above. The Pope is not a true or inspired 
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To make matters worse, Roman Cath- 
olic theologians say that “the Bible it 
self is but a dead letter calling fora 
divine interpreter” (Question Box, page 
76.) Thus the Church of Rome itself is 
without a reliable Bible to start with; 
the Bible only has a nuisance value—to 
be explained away. 

10. This is similar to the trick ques 
tion of the prosecuting lawyer in court: 
“Have you stopped beating your wife?” 

The Church of Rome was never ‘prat- 
tically the only church.’ This Roman 
Catholic Church for many centuries held 
the dominant control over all other 
churches in Western Europe. But be 
sides the Greek Orthodox Church, with 
over 200,000,000 members, there were 
other numerous Christian groups which 
strove all the time to teach and preach 
the true Christian doctrine, in spite of 
persecution by the dominant Church of 
Rome. 

The formation of ‘Protestant’ church 
es became necessary because of the her 
etical and unchristian teachings of this 
dominant Church of Rome. 

11. Protestants do not believe that 
the Bible is the complete record of every 
word ever spoken by Jesus Christ. The 
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Bible itself explains that as a record of 
every event it is incomplete (John 20: 
3), but it also explains that it con- 
fains everything necessary for salvation: 
_,. but these are written . . . that be- 
lieving ye might have life through His 
name (John 20:30, 31). Protestants be- 
lieve that if Christ taught anything es- 
sential to salvation during the forty 
days of His resurrection, it is incor- 
porated in the New Testament. 

We know for certain, however, that 
Christ during those forty days did not 
teach about purgatory, indulgences, the 
sacrifice of the mass, confession, rosary 
beads, statues and numerous other 
things essential in order to be a Roman 
Catholic. None of these things even ex- 
isted during the next six centuries. 

12. The answer to this lengthy ques- 
tion centers around the proper interpre- 
tation of the word ‘church,’ as explained 
above. 

Christ was not the founder of that 
local church in Rome. So a geographical 
division of the universal church, the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, received its name 
and existence in opposition to the Greek 
Orthodox Church (Eastern Church). 
This division of the Roman and Greek 
church took place because of schism in 
the year 1054. Thus the Roman Church 
is not older than the 11th century, and 
it is certainly not older than the Greek 
Orthodox Church, which also began to 
exist as such in the 11th century. 


Had Christ founded any local church, 
it would undoubtedly have been “The 
Church which was at Jerusalem” (Acts 
8:11). James, not Peter, was the first 
bishop of that church. The New Testa- 
ment mentions this and many other lo- 
cal churches, but never mentions the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, which did not 
then exist. 

Outstanding Christian Fathers and 
missionaries, such as St. Cyprian and 
St. Patrick, were ‘Protestants’ rather 
than Roman Catholics; they never said 
mass, heard confessions, granted indul- 
gences, or claimed to be able to forgive 
sins, as the Roman Catholic Church 
teaches today. These were not developed 
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till more than a thousand years after 
Christ—and only 400 years before the 
Reformation. 

13. Surprisingly, there is more unity 
on basic doctrine among the different 
Protestant denominations than in the 
Roman Catholic Church. Roman Catho- 
lic theologians differ on the most funda- 
mental teachings about salvation and the 
doctrine of grace. Students for the priest- 
hood have to memorize, not only the 
differing views of the early Christian 
Fathers, but also the differing teachings 
of their own theologians. For many cen- 
turies the Jesuits have bitterly fought 
the Dominicans on the essential doctrine 
of salvation and grace. No Pope has 
ever dared to judge between them, and 
both continue to teach opposing views. 

There is not even complete unity of 
administration and ritual in the Roman 
Catholic Church as a whole. Some Ro- 
man Catholic sects, such as the Greek 
Catholics, say mass in the vernacular 
language. Their rites also differ in the 
essential form of the sacrament. Their 
priests are allowed to marry, and they 
do not follow the Roman Canon Law. 

All Protestants worthy of the name, 
on the other hand, are firmly united 
upon the New Testament teaching about 
Christ as the all-sufficient Saviour. 

14. This is a plain statement that 
merely begs the whole question. It is 
Roman Catholic thinking that is “preju- 
diced and influenced by biased propa- 


‘ganda.” Protestants are free to interpret 


the Bible for themselves and enjoy free- 
dom of thought and conscience. These 
are forbidden to Roman Catholics. 

Roman Catholics are also forbidden 
to read the Protestant view of any re- 
ligious question. They may read only 
books bearing the Jmprimatur and Nihil 
Obstat of bishops and their boards of 
censors. They are forbidden to follow 
their own interpretation and conscience, 
their own reasoning and thinking. Their 
church does their thinking for them. 

Roman Catholics are even forbidden 
to mix with Protestants or to visit their 
churches. Their church insists on a one- 
sided education. The truth fears no ex- 
amination by any one.

The Alleged Oath of the K. of C. 


The Knights of Columbus, in their 
literature, broadcast over America, say: 
“We Catholics want our non-Catholic 
friends and neighbors to know us as we 
really are.” If non-Romanists knew the 
Roman Church as she is presented by 
the standard authorities of her own 
church, they would know her to be the 
most intolerant religious system that ev- 
er existed, and would reject her and 
her claims as anti-Christian, and as the 
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avowed enemy of our national welfare, 

The Knights of Columbus describe 
the oath credited to them as a bogus 
oath. It is to be found in the Congres 
sional Record, Washington, D. C., Vol 
49, pt. 4, Feb. 15, 1913, page 3216. This 
document is too lengthy to be given here, 
but, in part, it reads: 

“I do further promise and declare 
that I will, when opportunity pre 
sents, make and wage relentless war, 
secretly and openly, against all here- 
tics, Protestants and Masons, as | 
am directed to do, to extirpate them 
from the face of the whole earth: and 
I will spare neither age, sex or com 
dition, and that I will hang, burn, 
waste, boil, flay, strangle and bury 
alive those infamous heretics . 
That when the same cannot be done 
openly, I will secretly use the poison 
cup, the strangulation cord, the sted 
of the poinard, or the leaden bullet, 
regardless of the honor, rank, dignity 
or authority of the persons,” etc. 
It is only natural that the Knights of 

Columbus should deny that this is their 
oath.

However, the same cruelty is taught 
dsewhere. Even if we accept the de- 
nial and explanations of the K. of C., 
the fact remains that the same senti- 
ments, the same hatred, and the same de- 
termination to destroy heretics, as ex- 
pressed in this alleged oath, are definite- 
ly taught in the standard works of the 
most eminent authorities of the Roman 
Church. 

In the recently published propaganda 
literature of the Knights of Columbus, 
viz. Why Millions call him ‘Holy Fath- 
er, there is a chapter entitled “The 
Pope’s Day — Reprinted from Time, 
May 5, 1947.” Of course, the account 
reads interestingly enough. The article 
records that the Pope “says the Rosary 
and part of the Breviary ;” and later on, 
“the Pope rises from his desk and goes 
back to the chapel to complete the read- 
ing of his Breviary.” 

Since the K. of C. literature is pre- 
pared mainly for non-Romanists, it will 
be of interest to many to know what the 
Pope might be reading in his breviary. 
The Breviary is the Divine Office, a 
book of. prayers, hymns, feasts of saints, 
etc. It is divided into four parts, an- 
swering to the four quarters of the year 
—winter, spring, summer, and autumn. 
The Roman Church imposes the recita- 
tion of the Breviary on all clerics. This 
work is advertised in the Jesuit maga- 
zine, America, as “Approved by Hierar- 
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chy and Clergy Throughout the Ameri- 
cas,” and priced at $36.50 to $60.00. 

The writer has before him the “Bre- 
viarium Romanum Ex Decreto SS.Con- 
cilii Tridentini,” published by Benziger . 
Brothers in 1902. In the section for 
spring, pars verna, on page 433, for May 
30th, we find Lectio iv., a reading laud- 
ing the memory of Ferdinandus Tertius 
—St. Ferdinand III. 


A Roman Saint Carried Fagots 
to Burn Heretics 


In this reading in the Roman Brevi- 
ary, with which all priests are familiar, 
and beginning at the words, “In eo, ad- 
junctis regni curis, regiae virtutes emi- 
cuere,” we read: 

“In him, the virtues of a king 
shone out brightly, magnanimity, 
clemency, love of justice, and, above 
all, zeal for the Catholic faith, and a 
burning desire to protect and propa- 
gate its religious worship. He shew- 
ed this especially by the vigour with 
which he pursued heretics. He never 
allowed them to exist in any part 
whatever of his dominions ; and when 
they were discovered, he himself with 
his own hands carried the fagots to 
burn them.” 


True to Form 


That which the present Pope, or any 
priest, might read in the Roman Brevi- 








ary, regarding the burning of heretics, is 
in exact accord with the official docu- 
ments of the Roman Church. For exam- 
ple, the bull of Pope Alexander IV— 
-Inquisitionis officium contra hereticos. 
Note particularly, the bull of Pope Ben- 
edict XIV, which we quote in part: “In 
that, we, adhering to the constitutions 
of our predecessors, Gregory XIV, Ben- 
edict XIII, and Clement XII, having re- 
moved certain cavils and subterfuges, 
by which the execution of them was im- 
peded, decreed and appointed that he 
who was accused of an excepted crime, 
if at any time he should fly to a place 
of protection, ought to be dragged forth 
from it, as often as proof sufficient for 
the torture could be had, which should 
prove his crime ... The crime of heresy, 
as you well know, is an excepted crime; 
and he who is accused of it cannot enjoy 
the refuge of a Church.” 


The Death Penalty for Protestants 


Astonishing though it may seem to 
the uninformed in this enlightened age, 
the following is one item from the up- 
to-date Ecclesiastical Law governing the 
policies and purposes of the Papacy: 
“NEVERTHELESS IT IS A CATH- 
OLIC TENET THAT THE 
CHURCH MAY JUSTLY INFLICT 
ON HERETICS THE PENALTY 
OF DEATH.” (Suarez 2 de Fide Disp. 
xx., sect. 3, n. 28) (De Luca, S. J., 
Dated at Rome, 1900) 

If we know a man’s intention is to 
turn us out of our home, or, worse still, 
to do us personal physical injury, even 
to the extent of the taking of life, we 
are not likely to weakly give him the 
key to the house. Yet, while the Church 
of Rome freely publishes and states her 
intentions as to what she will do with 
Protestants once ‘she gets the power, 
many seem utterly oblivious to this fact, 
and are prepared to hand over the key 
and the control of all our priceless lib- 
erties. 


Authoritative Works 


Two publications issued from the 
Romish press prove that the persecuting 
edicts of the Middle Ages are brought 
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up to date by modern Jesuits. The dog 
trines of sedition and blood as promuyb 
gated by the Jesuits Bellarmine and Sy 
arez, in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, have been revived and sane. 
tioned by Rome’s highest authorities ig 
this twentieth century. One, bearing the 
official Imprimatur, is “Institutions of 
Public Ecclesiastical Law,” by the Jesu 
it Professor of the Text of the Decre. 
tals in the Gregorian University, P. Ma- 
rianus de Luca, S. J.—‘‘Dated at Rome 
on the sacred days of Saints Peter and 
Paul in the Year of Jubilee, 1900,” and 
sanctioned by “Franciscus M. Carini, 
Praep. Prov. Tom., S. J.” The other is 
a work published in two volumes by 
Popp & Hogan, San Jose, California, 
entitled Christian Apologetics by Rey, 
W. Devivier, S. J. This latter work is 
a thoroughly Jesuit “Exposition of the 
Foundations of the Faith,” with an in- 
troduction by Rev. L. Peeters, S. J. It 
is approved by the Jesuit General, the 
Very Reverend Louis Martin as well as 
twenty-eight Bishops, four Archbishops, 
three Cardinal Archbishops, and two 
Cardinals. 


We turn to the “Golden Words from 
the Holy Father,” as contained in the 
“Encyclical of Leo XIII to the Arch 
bishops and Bishops of the United 
States.” We read: 


“All intelligent men are agreed, 
and we ourselves have with pleasure 
intimated, that America seems des- 
tined for greater things. Now, it is 
our wish that the Catholic Church 
should not only share in, but help to 
bring about, this prospective great- 
ness ... But what is the meaning 
of the Apostolic Delegation, or what 
is its ultimate aim except to bring 
about THAT THE CONSTITU- 
TION OF THECHURCH SHALL 
BE STRENGTHENED, HER 
DISCIPLINE BETTER FORTI- 
FIED.” (caps mine) (Given with 
the Papal Arms of Leo XIII in The 
Voice of the Church.) 


To anyone who knows anything at all 
about the Constitutions of the Roman 
Church and her dsicipline, this is a most 
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astounding assertion of Pope Leo XIII 
as to the ultimate aim of his church. 
That ultimate aim cannot be known by 
an unsuspecting public, unfamiliar with 
Rome’s official pronouncements. 









Death for Heretics 

Let us look at some of the disciplinary 
measures of the Roman Church, as giv- 
en by De Luca, S. J.: 

“The good that is most necessary 
to the Church is the unity of the true 
faith, and that cannot be preserved 
unless the heretic be handed over to 
death.” (Cp. Bellarm. 1.c.) 

“The Church is a perfect society; 
and that we assume as proved. Then 
the right of the sword is a necessary 
and effective means to the attainment 
of its end. . .” 


Heresy Rooted Out With Fire and Sword 


“There is no graver offence than 
heresy owing to the harm it does to 
the Christian state, and, therefore, it 
must be rooted out with fire and 
sword.” (Many authorities quoted in 
support of the infliction of the pen- 
alty. ) 

“So when heretics have been left 
to the secular arm, the judges must 
inflict on them the penalty not of 
death only but of fire.” 

If the Roman Hierarchy does not 
mean, at some convenient opportunity, 
to put heretics to death because they will 
not bow to the Pope, then why do they 
state in the clearest language possible 
that this is their intention? 

If the members of the Roman Church 
knew the Canon Law of their church as 
well as they know the Rosary or their 
regular church services, they would be 
# horrified as are Protestants who do 
know it. 


As Bad As Any Oath 
The Jesuit Canonist De Luca, speak- 
ing for his church, affirms: 

“It is not necessary that the minis- 
ters of the Church should themselves 
execute, like butchers (tanquam car- 
nifices), the command of magistracy 
of the Church. It is sufficient that the 
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ecclesiastical magistrate should be the 
death judge (mandans mortis) in 
each particular case, and that the min- 
istry of the civil power should be 
absolutely bound (indeclinable minis- 
terium) to supply secular execution- 
ers ((executores saeculares ).” 


Rome Biding Her Time 

This is not the language of the in- 
famous Nero, or of the murderous, piti- 
less, Hitler and his Gestapo; neither is 
it language limited to the Dark Ages and 
the Spanish Inquisition. Instead, it is 
the sanguinary provision of the modern 
Church of Rome, the Church which is 
seeking to “make America Catholic.” 

If Protestants still sleep on, and if 
the Church of Jesus Christ does not 
arouse from her lethargy by the Spirit 
of God, the Laws of the Vatican, at 
present impractible, will yet go into ef- 
fect. This was made clear by “The Third 
Plenary Council of Baltimore,” in the 
“Pastoral Letter of the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the United States.” This 
ought to shock this Western Hemisphere 
wide awake. In dealing with “Pastoral 
Rights,” the “Pastoral Letter” asserts: 


“No small portion of our atten- 
tion has been bestowed on the fram- 
ing of such legislation as will best 
secure the rights and interests of 
your pastors, and of all ranks of the 
clergy in this country. It is but nat- 
ural, beloved brethren, that the first 
and dearest object of our solicitude 
should be our venerable clergy. They 
are our dearest brethren, bound to 
us by ties more sacred than those 
of flesh and blood. . . This she (the 
Church) has secured by her wise 
laws, based upon the experience of 
centuries, and representing the per- 
fection of Church organization. It is 
obvious in countries like our own, 
where from rudimentary beginnings 
our organization is only gradually 
advancing towards perfection, THE 
FULL APPLICATION OF 
THESE LAWS IS IMPRACTI- 
CABLE; BUT IN PROPORTION 
AS THEY BECOME PRACTICA- 
BLE, IT IS OUR DESIRE, NOT 
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LESS THAN THAT OF THE 
HOLY SEE, THAT THEY 
SHOULD GO INTO EFFECT.” 
(caps mine) (See “The Catholic Li- 
brary,” approved by Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, of New York) 


Should Make a Country Hesitate 

Reading the foregoing Canon Law, 
(which term now refers to the Revised 
Codex Juris Canonici), declaring the 
right of the Roman Church to put Prot- 
estants to death with fire and sword, 
should make a country hesitate placing 
more power in the hands of such a 
church, or having any religious, politi- 
cal, or diplomatic relations with the Vat- 
ican. If ever the Church of Rome were 
to gain supremacy, which is her objec- 
tive, civil and religious liberty would 
cease to be. This is not the hasty con- 
clusion or assumption of rabid Protes- 
tants, but it is the dogmatic assertion 
of the Roman Church. 


When Peter Smote Off An Ear 

Liberty of conscience should be ac- 
corded to all, whether Protestant or Ro- 
manist; but, contrary to this, the pro- 
gram of the Roman Hierarchy is a pro- 
gram of conquest and cruel intolerance, 
of which many members of the Roman 
Church know little or nothing. This pro- 
gram of fire, sword, and suppression 
ought to be made known to the wide 
world, lest the people and the nations 
be deceived by the religious ostentation 
and make-believe. 

When officers from the chief priests 
and Pharisees came with Judas to arrest 
Jesus, we read in the record, “Then Si- 
mon Peter having a sword drew it, and 
smote the high priest’s servant, and cut 
off his right ear.” But what a rebuke 
the Lord Jesus administered to Peter! 
“Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put up 
thy sword into the sheath ; the cup which 
my Father hath given me, shall I not 
drink it?” It is well, too, to note our 
Lord’s attitude toward this enemy, “And 
he touched his ear, and healed him” 
(John 18:2-11; Luke 22:47-53). 


Monumental Jesuitism

The Jesuits have not only published 
their doctrines of sedition and blood in 
the Institutions of Public Ecclesiastical 
Law and other such works, but they 
have been bold enough to erect, both in 
Canada and America, their monument 
of the founder of the Jesuit Order, Ig- 
natius de Loyola, exhibiting to all who 
care to see their program of tyranny.

Author’s Rebuttal 


Thank you for forwarding Reverend V.’s 
letter. As it doubtless represents the view- 
point of other readers it deservcs consider- 
ation and a thoughtful answer. 

All must respect Reverend V.’s belief in 
the value of church schools. If he is con- 
vinced that the schools of his sect offer stu- 
dents opportunities for spiritual growth not 
to be found elsewhere he has every right to 
uphold these schools, and to work for their 
advance and expansion. 

However, if he offers them merely as an 
escape from the “godless” public schools, for 
which he feels “disgust,” I am afraid he is 
simply swallowing whole Rome's invidious 
Propaganda by which she, arch-enemy of 

ocracy, seeks to undermine the public 
schools, bulwark of democracy. 

Rome’s constant use of the word “godless” 
as though it were a synonym for “non-sec- 
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tarian” is a subterfuge now widely recog- 
nized. But there are still a few naive persons, 
including some good and worthy Christians, 
who accept Rome’s definition of “godless.” 

“Non-sectarian” no more means “godless” 
than “sectarian” means “godly.” The most 
implacably sectarian creed in this country 
turns out liquor barons, gangsters, and crook- 
ed politicians who, even in the highest of- 
fices of the land, are unable to behave with 
integrity. These men are devoutly “sectarian” 
—but are they “godly”? 

Three Protestant denominations and a few 
smaller ones maintain 5% of our parochial 
schools. The other 95% are Rome’s. Two of 
these Protestant denominations remain 
staunchly loyal to our public school system. 
Neither one would give endorsement to the 
recent California campaign for parochial 
school tax exemption. In fact, ministers of 
both took the platform against it. 

The contention of these men was that it 
is a privilege for those who believe in a prin- 
ciple to support it financially as well as mo- 
rally. Men are unworthy of their cause if 
they try to push its support onto others who 
do not believe in it, either by demanding of 
these outright financial aid or by expecting 
them to shoulder the taxes. 

Reverend V.’s parallel between exemption 
of church property and exemption of paro- 


.chial schools is without sound basis. Churches 


are places exclusively devoted to the worship 
of God, whereas 08% of the parochial schools 
ate centers of subversive political propagan- 
da in which American children are taught 
that their first allegiance is not to the U. S. 
government but to a foreign potentate. Born 
myself into a devout Catholic family and 
educated in parochial schools, I know where- 
of I speak. 

But what of the innocent 5%, the Prot- 
estant parochial schools? About 34% are un- 
wavering supporters of the American prin- 
ciple of Separation of Church and State. 
These schools have been established, not be- 
cause their sponsors fail to value the public 
schools but because they value training in 
their particular creed even more. They do 
not expect the public to pay taxes for this 
training. They do not expect their children 
to be fed and transported at public expense. 

Alongside these good people, who consider 
it a privilege and a glory to support the in- 
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stitutions in which they believe, stands the 
vast army, comprising about 90% of our 
Protestant people, who are able to maintain 
high standards of Christian integrity among 
their adherents, while at the same time mak- 
ing full use of the public schools. They re- 
alize that from the Reformation itself sprang 
the principle of universal education. 

The Catholic Church, which can only ex- 
ist by deluding the ignorant, is the irrevo- 
cable foe of education. Wherever it prevails, 
literacy is at the lowest possible level. Where 
Protestantism, with its free schools, prevails, 
Rome is forced competitvely into the edu- 
cational field, and maintains the indoctrina- 
tion centers which she calls “schools.” But 
she does so through necessity, not choice, be- 
lieving with Cardinal Villeneuve of Canada 
that “people would be better off if they 
couldn’t read.” 


Now, if among our great Protestant popu- 
lation there are 14% who do not appreciate 
the public schools, they are, of course, en- 
titled to their opinion. But they are not en- 
titled to ask that our principle of Separation 
of Church and State be voided for their con- 
venience. It must function always or soon it 
will not function at all. 

Even allowing that these 14% of Protes- 
tant parochial schools are worthy enterprises 
of value to the community, they are by no 
means of sufficient value to warrant the set- 
ting aside of our principle of separation, thus 
opening the way to our public funds for the 
sinister and predacious church which oper- 
ates 95% of the parochial schools. Shall we, 
for the sake of this 14%, throw open the 
public coffers, either through subsidies or 
tax-exemption, to Rome’s 95%? To do so 
would be like derailing a train with great 
loss of life for the sake of one child on the 
track. No patriotic American asks any such 
jeopardy of our country’s security. 

To the few Protestants who place purse 
above principle it should be pointed out that 
once the wall of separation is breached it is 
only a question of time before Rome is in the 
saddle and Protestants will be permitted no 
parochial schools at all. How many Protes- 
tant parochial schools are operating today in 
Spain? 

To save a little tax money now at the ex- 
pense of future domination by Rome is a 
very poor bargain.

At first I was really troubled by 
some of their arguments, and for a while I seriously considered the pos- 
sibility of the Catholic Church being what it claims to be, the una sancta 
ecclesia. But God was gracious to me and preserved me in the truth of the 


gospel. 


“Upon taking a course in the Catholic religion and upon examining 
several Catholic textbooks and numerous K. of C. pamphlets, I arrived at 
the conclusions set down in the enclosed letter.”

Gentlemen: 


I regret to appear tactless, but in this 
case honesty and sincerity demand that I 
should make the following statements : 

If I ever had any vague feeling that 
the Catholic Church might be right in its 
claim to be “the” Church, your course of 
instruction and your various pamphlets 
actually shattered all such notions. More 
than ever before do I now appreciate and 
thank God for the divine truth of my 
pure evangelical Lutheran faith. With 
Saint Paul, Augustine, and Luther, “I 
am persuaded that neither death, nor life, 
nor angéls, nor principalities, nor pow- 
ers, nor things present, nor things to 
come, nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus, our Lord” (Romans 8:38). And 
I believe that “we are saved by grace, 
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through faith, and that not of ourselves, 
it is the gift of God; not by works, lest 
any man should boast!” (Ephesians 2: 
8, 9). This glorious doctrine of salvation 
by grace through faith is the very heart 
and spirit of the Christian gospel. 

I rejoice in the love of God and in His 
free grace and mercy, and can but ac 
knowledge that I am a sinner, who can- 
not merit anything, let alone salvation, 
and whose only hope is faith and trust 
in the blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which cleanseth us from all sin (1 John 
1:7). 

Truly, there is no room for legalism 
in the Christian Church. No law can save 
us, for “Christ is become of no effect 
unto you, whosoever of you are justified 
by the law; ye are fallen from grace”! 
(Galatians 5:4). But His free grace can 
save us—Romans 3 :20-28; 4:2-5; 4:16; 
5:1, 15-18; 11:5,6; 9:31, 32; Titus 33, 
7; 2 Timothy 1:9; Ephesians 2:8, 9; Ga- 
latians 2:16; 3:11, 24; 5:4. 
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Luther recovered the precious liberty 
“wherewith Christ hath made us free.” 
Why, even in the Old Testament Church 
the believers had a direct approach to 
God by prayer, without the need of me- 
diating agencies, such as saints or angels. 
How much more this is true of the New 
Testament Church where Christ has 
broken down the “wall” of separation, 
and has removed the “veil’’! 


The legalism of the Catholic Church 
(purgatory, indulgences, etc.) and the 
Pope’s spiritual, intellectual, moral and 
physical tyranny are utterly incompatible 
with the Christian spirit of liberty, and 
the universal priesthood of all believers, 
so clearly taught in the Bible. 


I cannot adequately describe to you in 
words the joyous, wonderful feeling of 
being a redeemed, evangelical Christian, 
and accepting God’s teachings of full and 
free forgiveness through the merits of 
His Son, and of salvation by grace 
through faith, this precious gem of 
Christian doctrine. It is the most marvel- 
lous experience to be able to serve your 
God and Saviour purely out of love and 
infinite gratitude for His boundless mer- 
¢y, without any thought of merit or re- 
ward, unhindered and unlimited by the 
law, the “letter which killeth,” inspired 
solely by the free spirit of life and love. 
lam powerless to explain this mystery 
to you. I can merely direct you to the 
Word of God. Read with an open mind 
the New Testament, especially the Paul- 
ine epistles, and you are bound to recog- 
tize the Scriptural spirit of love, free 
ad undeserved grace, saving faith and 
full forgiveness of sins, which in the 
Catholic Church is so pitiably overshad- 
owed by the legalism of fear, merit, 
work-righteousness and man-made sat- 
islaction for sin. May the Holy Spirit 
gaciously guide you to the light of 
grace, away from the darkness of “the 
etter which killeth !” 


I wish to discontinue the Knights of 
bus course of instruction, first, 
because I stand firmly on the foundation 
of the prophets and apostles, the Chief 
Cornerstone being Christ Himself, and 
sincerely believe that Catholic semi- 
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Pelagianism and work-righteousness are 
unscriptural. 

Secondly, I have found that the K. of 
C. presentation of Catholic teaching is 
far from being Rome’s official position. 
It is a highly diluted Catholicism, delib- 
erately watered down to make it more 
attractive to uninformed non-Catholics. 
This is strongly reminiscent of the Paul- 
ist Fathers in New York City, who, a 
few years ago, received a stern rebuke 
from Rome for diluting and protestan- 
tizing Catholic teachings so as to make 
them appeal to Protestants. As a result, 
several prominent Paulist priests, four I 
believe, quit and joined Protestant 
Churches. 

The K. of C. pamphlets dealing with 
Mary, the Pope, the Catholic Attitude, 
and Democracy, for instance, contain 
outright falsehoods, completely unhisto- 
rical assertions, vague and equivocal gen- 
eralizations of a misleading nature, 
faulty reasoning, and a flimsy play on 
words, ridiculous in its shallowness. I 
am ready and prepared, upon request, to 
prove every one of these charges; how- 
ever this would be a waste of time, as the 
authors of the literature in question 
know as well as I do that they are guilty 
of calculated deception designed to en- 
snare the simple and credulous. 

Gentlemen, I am determined, with the 
aid of the Holy Ghost, to stand fast in 
the liberty wherewith Christ has made us 
free, and to hold fast the profession of 
my faith without wavering.

New Secretary of State 
Calls for Spiritual Revival 


“The need today is for a spiritual revival,” 
according to Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, “so that our people will demonstrate 
dramatically their righteous purpose, a purpose 
which will be universal in its appeal, peaceful 
in its methods and intense in its dedication.” 
Dulles addressed the National Council of 
Churches in Denver prior to his taking office. 


“It is natural,” he said, “that our people 
should hope that the new Eisenhower admin- 
istration will end the condition of peril and in- 
security which now afflicts the world. It can do 
much and I expect that it will. Perhaps the best 
that it can do will be to encourage, and make 
place for, the individual and group efforts 
which are the most precious jewels of freedom. 
Nothing has been more disastrous to the cause 
of freedom than our growing assumption that 
nothing happens unless the government does it. 


“The basic solution of today’s problems rests 
with free individuals and their private institu- 
tions,” he added. “There is no substitute for 
God’s purpose in the hearts of men. It is the 
task of the churches to implant that purpose 
and to give it meaning in terms of man’s rela- 
tions to man.” 

Dulles called for “openness, simplicity and 
morality” in United States foreign policy, but 
noted that this is not enough unless it is backed 
by a living demonstration that “liberty serves 
a noble purpose.” He urged perfection of the 
United Nations Organization, an intensified 
determination to respect human rights and fun- 
damental freedoms both here and abroad, and 
an intensification of private benevolence.

Supreme Court Scores State Intervention 
In Ouster of Russian Archbishop 


The United States Supreme Court, in a sharp- 
ly decisive 8-1 ruling, recently invalidated a 
previously enacted New York State law by 
which a North American faction of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church became independently 
incorporated and moved to oust Archbishop 
Benjamin Fedchenkoff from St. Nicholas Cathe- 
dral in New York City. The majority opinion, 
written by Justice Reed, stated: “Here there is 
a transfer by statute of control over churches. 
This violates our rule of separation between 
church and State.” 


Officials of St. Nicholas had sued to oust 
Archbishop Benjamin, the appointee of the 
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Moscow hierarchy, and their suit was upheld 
by the New York Court of Appeals. The re 
moval order was stayed, however, pending the 
Supreme Court’s decision. The archbishop has 
subsequently returned to Russia, a cathedral 
spokesman said, and now heads a diocese 
Rostov-on-Don.

First Loyalty of Catholic Bishops 

An interesting commentary on Catholic loy- 
ilties was afforded by the ecclesiastical reac- 
tion to a recent Polish decree stipulating that 
all Roman Catholic Church appointees must 
be Poles and that they must take an oath of 
loyalty to the government. It also made gov- 
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ernment approval obligatory for transfers, re- 
leases, creation or abolition of church posts 
and changes in their functions. 

Asan illustration of Communist religious 
persecution this decree is to be emphatically 
condemned. 

Catholic reaction was significant, however. 
A Polish source “with close Vatican contacts” 
said the severe measure “would lead eventually 
to the elemination of bishops and archbishops 
and the elimination of all clergymen except 
vicars fully subject to the government”. (CHI- 
CAGO DAILY TRIBUNE, Feb. 14, 1953). 

Why would the decree eliminate bishops and 
archbishops?

For refusing to swear allegiance without res- 
ervation to the laws of Puerto Rico, a Catholic 
worker in the department of education, Miss 
Ana Maria Collazo, was recently dismissed 
from her position by Secretary of Education 
Mariano Villaronga. He was informed by the 
Justice Department that Miss Collazo’s oath 
with reservations did not comply wi’ 1 the con- 
stitutional and statutorial requirements. 

Her reservation was: “Regarding the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico I swear 
that I will defend and keep them with the 
exception of those laws which are against di- 
vine law.” 

We suppose she meant “canon law.”

A con- 
vert such as Wilfred Pickles . . . is a household 
mame ... so is a television quiz-master like 
Eamonn Andrews; and more obscure executive 
figures . . . are Catholics wielding much power 
and responsibility.”

New Worlds to Conquer 


The Knights of Columbus are carrying on a 
highly successful advertising campaign for the 
Catholic Church—have recently increased their 
appropriation for the purpose—publishing a- 
droitly worded half-truths in mass-circulation 
newspapers and magazines. 

“But,” according to the Catholic magazine 
‘Information,’ “there are always more worlds 
to conquer for Christ. Alert Paulist semina- 
rians in Washington are now providing scores 
of newspapers across the country with a week- 
ly 400-word illustrated feature by top-flight 
celebrities—Bishop Sheen, Pat O’Brien, Claire 
Boothe Luce—at no expense to publishers.”

Is Franco Worth the Price? 


Former U. S. Ambassador to Spain Stanton 
Griffis is an expert at echoing the Vatican line. 
In an empassioned plea to receive Franco’s 
talitarianism into the bosom of the Western 
community of democracies (“Spain: Our Jilted 
Ally,” ‘The Sign,’ April, 1953), Griffis frankly 
endorses Spain’s brand of Catholicism, al- 
though he says not a word about the Romanist 
strategies of maintaining illiteracy and perse- 
cuting Protestants. 

We quote some significant statements: 

“Spain is a mighty fortress of Catholicism 
. . . The influence of the Church extends from 
the happy and religious life of Franco and his 
family in the Prado to the lowliest peasant in 
the arid fields of the Spanish plateau shepherd- 
ed by a village priest .. . 

“The happy relationship existing between 
the State aa the Church, of course, forms one 
of the four great bases of Franco’s power in 
his uncanny ability to tie each to his ambitions 
for and service to Spain. The others being, of 
course, the Army, the Falange, and the Mon- 
archists . . . Franco has stated himself to be an 
avowed Monarchist and has arranged a regen- 
cy which must provide for a Catholic king in 
some distant future.” 

Apparently both Franco and Griffis would 
like to see the world’s clock turned back to the 
dark ages when the Roman Pontiff arrogated 
to himself the authority to crown and dethrone 
kings and rulers according to his own inter- 
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ests. That is the “happy relationship . . , hy 
tween the State and the Church” which hy 
cursed the world with wars and bloodshe 
since Gregory VII first dreamed of the powe 
of the “two swords.”
